With antagonists like Preston 
Manning and Lucien Bouchard nip- 
ping at Prime Minister Jean 
Chretien’s heels and the recent

_ Parti Quebecois as the latest in a 
series of potential spoilers of Can- 
ada’s oft-threatened unity, Bliss

Ah, leadership. It's the most cli- 
che-ridden plank in any electoral 
campaign platform. The promise 
of all promises. And the central 
focus of a book by Bliss called 
Right Honourable Men. The To 
ronto historian stopped in 
Edmonton recently to promote his 
book. 

For 300 pages, Bliss traces what 
he calls a descent of the quality of 
political administration ever since 
John A. Macdonald drunkenly 
took the prime ministerial wheel 
in 1867. Profiling at length the 
qualities of 10 of Canada's 19 lead- 
ers over the past 127 years, Right 
Honourable Men is hardly a damn- 
ing assessment of their 
performances. In fact, at times it’s 
sympathetic and downright hu- 
morous. But neither is it an 
optimistic read. 

The biggest problem Bliss has 
found with Canada’s leadership over 
time was in the evolution of our 
government from a trickle-down 
administration that took its directive 
from a political elite in the 19th 
century to a body that has to live up 
to relatively higher standards im- 
posed by today’s more impatient 
electorate. As far as Bliss is con- 
cerned, many leaders seldom kept 
pace with the progress of Canadian- 
style democracy 


Corporate style 


One of his favorite case studies 
supporting his thesis is Brian Mul- 
roney, a Horatio Alger success 
story of a determined, impover- 
ished Baie-Comeau lad who 
wound up running a national iron 
ore company at the age of 40 and 
tried to impose an aggressive, 
corporate style of management 
when he became prime minister 
in 1984. 

“I start the process of trying to 
be kind to the guy,” said Bliss about 
Mulroney. “He was a good family 
man, he gave up drinking, gave up 
smoking. But the trouble was that 
he was out of touch with the coun- 
try. It really was the Gucci shoes 
that did him in, and once you get 
tarred with that image in Canada, 
you can never live it down.

People may have been put off 
by Mulroney's form of conspicu- 
ous consumption and his almost 
tyrannical methods of imposing

For a self-described small “c” 
Conservative (he once supported 
Joe Clark in his failed 1993 lead- 
ership bid), Bliss is unusually 
harsh on the rest of the Tories in 
his book. John Diefenbaker (“a 
suspicious, irascible old codger”), 
Arthur Meighan and R.B. Bennett 
(during their times in. office, 
“damned fools” in the eyes of most 
Conservatives) aren't exactly 
treated with kid gloves. Only Mac- 
donald (“he set the genetic code 
for subsequent prime ministers”) 
and Robert Borden (“the best 
Conservative Prime Minister of the 
20th century”) survive with their 
wings intact 

Ironically, Bliss calls William 
Lyon MacKenzie King, a Liberal, 
the best prime minister we ever 
had. Considering the Grit leader's 
reputation as a clairvoyant nutcase 
who frequently broke bread with 
trollops hanging out on Ottawa 
Streets (anecdotes heavily empha- 
sized in Charly Stacy's book,A Very 
Double Life, based on King's dia- 
ries), Bliss believes that King’s 
intellect and ability to hold the 
country together during the De- 
pression and the Second World War 
outweighed his eccentricities.

best remembered for his tough- 
ness and a Charter that took the 
nation out of the bedrooms and 
into the hands of individuals. Al- 
though a recent CBC series based 
on Trudeau's memoirs lauded his 
international status as instrumen 
tal in helping to eventually thaw 
out the Cold War, Bliss believes 
that reputation was exaggerated 

“| think that people abroad 
thought that he was a‘ bit of a 
flake,” he said all very 
well to have Pierre showing up 
with his beautiful wife and speak- 
ing at conferences, but at the same 
time he was savaging Canada's 
armed forces. He's got a vague 
anti-Americanism, you 
could live with, except he snug- 
gles up to people like Castro and 
Michael Manley in Jamaica 

“One year he’s buddies with the 
Caribbean, and another year it’s 
north/south and then in the last 
year, he gets worried about nu- 
clear war. The problem was, he 
wasn't consistent and there was a

feeling among world leaders that, 
‘Those goddam Canadians, 
they're always telling us what to 
do, but they don’t back it up.’ I 
think that history will be more crit- 
ical of Trudeau abroad.

Genuine traditions 


Turning his attention to recent 
times, Bliss finds the Liberals cur- 
rently dominate the political scene, 
“I think the national P.C. party is 
dead,” said Bliss. “That means that 
if you don’t want the Grits to be 
in forever, there's got to be some- 
body to replace them. I don’t think 
that Reform is a single-issue par- 
ty. I think Reform represents 
genuine traditions and is an at- 
tempt — maybe a flawed one — to 
come to grips with the meaning 
of the new democracy. It’s nota 
national party, but neither were 
the Conservatives most of the 
time.”

Public life 


Above all, it will be a philan- 
thropic element that will determine 
the greatness of prime ministers 
past, present and future — quali- 
ties possessed by the likes of 
Borden, King and Trudeau who 
initially had to be persuaded to 
enter public life. 

“Llike politicians who don’t want 
power,” says Bliss. “Some guy says 
to me, ‘I want power,’ I say, ‘Jesus, 
1 want to keep you away from it.’ I 
like people who go into politics 
out of a sense of duty or public 
service. And there are lots of peo- 
ple like that. The power-hungry 
guys are usually in it because they 
like to manipulate and control oth- 
er people or they want to feather 
their nests.” © 








New card game charms collectors

ey presto! Here’s a fad that's 
Bea: other trading cards 
look as passe as pulling rabbits 
out of a hat. 

Magic: The Gathering is a fan- 
tasy trading card game that is 
rapidly gobbling up a substan- 
tial share of both the hobby 
gaming and collectable trading 
card markets. The game swept 
onto the marker 14 months ago 

Marketed in the form of start- 
er decks containing 60 cards and 
supplemeniary sub-set booster 
packs of eight to 12 cards, the 
game has been selling out with- 
in weeks of its appearance on 
store shelves across North Amer- 
ica. 


Market analysis 


Magic: The Gathering went 
through two years of rigorous 
play-testing and market analysis 
before making its debut. The 
game is designed by Richard 
Garfield and marketed by Wash- 
ington’s Wizards of the Coast. 

Over 900 individual cards have 
hit the market since the game's 
introduction in 1993. Besides 
the starter deck—which has al- 
ready gone through three 
revisions—there are four sub- 
sets, the latest of which has a 
total print run of 63 million 
cards. Already, some 300-million 
cards are on the market. The 
starter deck sells for about $12

Playing the game 


Essentially, players take on the roles of dueling wizards. They cast 
spells designed to summon monsters to battle their opponents and 
defensive spells to strengthen themselves and biock attacks. There are 
also offensive spells which blast the opponent directly or otherwise 
frustrate his or her ability to mount a successful assauit. 

Players pick cards at random from decks they have generally collect- 
ed and put together themselves. With over 900 different cards in print, 
the combinations and permuations are virtually endless, making each

He explains this is 
an attempt to give all of his cus- 
tomers a chance to buy some 
before they vanish. 

Ferrino also opens a few pack- 
ages of the sub-sets and sells the 
cards individually. He says this 
spares players who are looking 
for that one right card from hav- 


He put one-half away for invest- 
ment and opened the other half 
for game playing. Last spring, he 
bought 20 boxes of the Legends 
sub-set for $130 each. A box of 
Legends now sells for $400 and 
up, if you can find one. 

William believes that Magic: The 
Gathering cards are currently a 
better investment than sports 
cards. He says extensive over- 
printing of sports cards in recent 
years has damaged their value. 

Stephanie Chan, assistant man- 
ager of Warp Comics and 
Entertainment, says that the 
phone begins to ring continously 
when a new booster sub-set is 
due out. “People start calling eve- 
ry day, asking if it’s there yet.” 


She emphasizes, however, th 
the majority of her Magic: The Gat! 
ering Customers buy the cards , 
play the game, not as an inves 
ment. Chan says that the game 
popular with age groups and wi:

Other people have created in 
formal clubs. They not only play 
the game at each other’s houses 
but also spend time trading cards 
Like anything else, Magic: The 
Gathering can turn into an all 
consuming passion, Reportedly 
some players have become ob 
sessed with the game, spending 
too much time and money on it 
One retailer even went $0 far ® 
to post a warning, reminding 
players: “Please remember, you 
can always play with your food 
but you can’t eat the cards.” 

In Canada, some young entre- 
preneurs are paying their way 
through university by trading and 
selling cards. They sometimes 
make road trips to Calgary or the 
states, where they sell cards to 
desperate players or collectors for 
as much as ten times the acquisi- 
tion price. However, the average 
player can build a collection for 
as little as $20. &

George Lucas, Willard Huyck and 
Gloria Katz were responsible for the 
classic, box office smash American 
Graffiti. They were also the people 
responsible for the the dreck-filled 
Howard the Duck. The quality of their 
latest enterprise falls somewhere in 
the middle. 

Poor Penny Henderson (Mary Stuart 
Masterson). Apart from co-ordinating 
the broadcast debut of Radio Network 
WBN, she must listen to the pinings of 
her estranged husband and co-worker 
Roger (Brian Benben), who wants des- 
perately to reconcile their marriage. 

Her director, whose only talents 
seem to be shtupping dancers and be- 
ing the boss‘s son, is nowhere to be 
found.

What essentially makes this film 
work is the writing (story by Lucas, 
screenplay by Huyck, Katz, Jeff Reno 
and Ron Osborn). Normally, this many 
cooks would spoil the Kraft Dinner, 
but the film flies ata screwballed pace. 
Gags are thrown out with such fre- 
quency that you don’t worry if one 
doesn’t work; one that will will be 
along shortly. 

There are holes in the story, but 
there is plenty of conflict that turns up 
the heat of the action. Through a cock- 
eyed set of circumstances, Roger is 
implicated in the murders. 

A lot of what doesn’t work is the 
acting. Generally speaking, what we 
have here is an ensemble who feel 
obligated to do a prat fall each time 
they see a period in the script. 

And wow, do these people ever 
play it broad!

pher Wes Doyle, who was behind 
the lens for A Kid's View of Cana- 
da. Also of interest to the show's 
personnel is the potential for this 
series to be the first completely 
indigenous Albertan series to re- 
ceive national attention, as the CBC 
has already made a commitment to 
broadcast the show.

Modest background 


Pucci has a modest background, 
’ being born and raised in Baltimore, 
Maryland, living in a housing 
project and leading a mischievous 
childhood.

says Pucci. Although he became 
active in sports at an early age, he 
was never involved in the arts or 
dance until university. “I had never 
seen any dance. I had never been

After graduating he 
toured the world with the Pilobo- 
lus dance theatre for nine years as 
both a dancer and choreographer, 
and for the past eight years has 
been director and sole choreogra- 
pher for the Peter Pucci Plus 
Dancers. 

“I learned from Pilobolus that 
it’s okay to make people laugh and 
it’s Okay to challenge people and 
make works about who you are,” he 
said. “The works I make are really 
about who I am and how I feel 
about things.”

Stormed New York 


Pucci's recent work Billboards, 
presented by the Manhattan-based 
Joffrey Ballet, stormed New York. 
The ballet, whom some have hailed 
as the “ballet of the future,” was set 
to the sexy, sayvy music of Prince. 
“Imagine your favorite ballerina 
donning her tutu to “Purple Rain.” 
The ballet was actually a step for 
the company to “reconnect” witha 
more broadly based audience, 
identifying with pop culture and 
contemporary America. 

So it comes as little surprise that 
Pucci’s most recent work investi- 
gates the romantic nuances of k.d.

Ever since lang moved 
from Consort, Alta. to begin her pro- 
fessional career in Edmonton in the 
early '80s, the eccentric singer has 
covered a variety of styles, which 
actually hurt her in the short run. 

Initially brandishing a cow-punk 
image and possessing a rich, husky 
voice, lang stunned the music in- 
dustry pundits, who were 
dumbfounded as to whether to ster-

Ironically, Ali the 
Alberta Ballet's artistic director, 
views Lifted by Love as a means of 
developing a new audience as he 
feels that dance “should be enjoyed 
by everyone.”

Especially when the company is 
on the heels of a successful tour to 
New York, Lifted by Love is already 
garnering international attention 
via a photo spread of Pucci in the 
August issue of GQ, Dance maga- 
zine and MuchMusic. As well, 
Pucci’s decision to work with Al- 
berta Ballet says a lot about the 
company and will certainly bring 
more focus to Alberta.

here is a vast amount of docu- 

mentation of the Chilean dicta- 
torship that spanned from 1973 to 
1989, from literature and film to 
Sting's Spanish-influenced pop 
song, “They Dance Alone.” 

However, no medium seems to 
have as much raw, brutal emotion 
as Arpilleras, several examples of 
which are on display at University 
Hospital's McMullen Gallery until

Arpilleras are folk-oriented art- 
forms that were basically borne out 
of the dictatorship. Right from the 
beginning, the government dis- 
played an overbearing hand by

“These dynamics are part of the 
excitement of the play, since the na- 
ture of the show is ensemble and 
atmosphere.

Spelling mistakes are common, 
but the women who painstakingly 
sewed the images onto the burlap 
canvasses found their personal mes- 
sages so compelling and important 
that they made several sacrifices in 
the process.

he Allman Brothers Band. A 

group so crucial to the evolu- 
tion of rock that a whole genre of 
the music (Southern rock...boogie 
on...) wouldn't exist without them. 
A band that seemed damned to 
forever seize career defeat from 
the jaws of victory as accidental 
death and drug problems ended or 
interrupted the lives of founding 
members like guitarist Duane All- 
man, bassist Berry Oakley and 
keyboardist/vocalist Greg Allman. 
By the time the remnants of the band 
lurched into the 1980s the defining 
moments found on albums like At 
The Fillmore East or Eat A Peach 
seemed beyond their reach and the 
decision to put the Allman Brothers 
on the shelf seemed like the only 
thing that could be done to respect 
their indisputable legacy 


Amazing heights 


What a difference a decade 
makes. On the phone from Los 
Angeles as the Allman Brothers are 
poised to make their first ever ap- 
pearance in Edmonton guitarist/ 
vocalist Warren Haynes says the 
bad old days are gone. “We all feel 
like the band, in some ways, sounds 
better than ever,” says Haynes. “I 
mean, there’s no way to predict 
how the original band would have 
gone although I’m sure they would 
have soared to amazing heights,” 
says the man who has the unenvi- 
able task of filling the guitar slot 
vacated by Duane Allman. 

Haynes became an Allman Broth- 
er almost by accident. “In 1986 I 
started working with Dickie (Betts) 
when the Allmans were broken up,” 
recalls Haynes. Betts asked Haynes 
to join him in writing songs for a 
solo album Betts was working on 
which, ironically, interrupted a sim- 
ilar project Haynes had been 
developing. Haynes figured he'd get 
back to his own solo album later, but 
he and Betts hitit offto the point that 
when the spectre of putting the All- 


mans back together again cropped 


up, Haynes got the call to fill the

Fora band that have always been 
past masters of the extended con 
cert jam it has (suprisingly) taken 
until now for them to cut a studio 
album largely live-off-the-floor. “It's 
kind of weird that it took this long 
to do that,“ agrees Haynes, “but 
you have to be very trusting of the 
enviroment and the producer be 
fore ‘it will work.” The physical 
comfort zone proved to be a Burt 
Reynolds-owned soundstage called 
Ranch Studios in Jupiter, Florida 
The producer turned out to be the 
legendary Tom Dowd who'd not 
only produced the Allman’s sec- 
ond album/dlewild South in 1970 
but cut countless legendary ses- 
sions for Atlantic Records in the 
‘60s with artists like Aretha Frank- 
lin and Ray Charles. 

“Tom's a picky gentleman,” says 
Haynes, “but he appreciates the 
raw beauty of something as well. 
He’s one of those producers that’s 
in favor of a performance that's 
uninterrupted because he comes 
from the school where the Si- 
cians had to deliver because he was 
recording all these great artists 
when there was no such thing as 
overdubbing.” Where It All Begins 
obviously hit the mark because the 
record was completed in ten days 
earlier this year. 


Risk on stage 


Even after 25 together there are 
still a few places in the world The 
Allman Brothers have never played: 
like Edmonton. “Some of us were 
talking about the fact that we've 
never been to that part of the world 
just the other day,” says Haynes.

Philosopher Kings, Levine feels 
more comfortable behind his pi- 
ano orwriting songs than answering 
questions from strangers 
“I'm not the media person for 
sure. I think | managed to stay away 
from interviews because I’m kind 
of scared of them,” he confides as 
we settle in fora long-distance chat 


Media types 


But Levine may have to get used 
to us annoying media types — and 
fast. Sony Music is touting the Kings 
and their self-titled debut album as 
the next big things to hit Canada. In 
fact, during the summer, Sony took 
the band on a “hype” tour through 
the west to play for music journal- 
ists and other industry scavengers. 

Now Levine and his bandmates 
(singer Gerald Eaton, bass player 
and brother Jason Levine, guitarists 
Brian West and James McCollum and 
drummer Craig Hunter) are getting 
their chance to play to the people 
who really count: the record-buying 
public. They're ona three-week mini- 
tour of Canada — and are playing for 
the first time in Edmonton and other 
western cities. 

Even though the Kings may not 





be a household word out west, their 
sound has created quite a stir back 
in Toronto. Their press kit vaguely 
describes their music as a “con 
vincing fusion of jazz, pop, R&B 
and funk stylings.” But I like to use 
this analogy: take a jazz quartet 
add Anthony Kiedis on vocals and 
the Edge on guitar and voila! You've 
got The Philosopher Kings 

The band’s road to glory started 
18 months ago with an $800 video, 
“What Have You Done With Buddy 
Bolden’s Body?” After getting a fair 
amount of airplay on MuchMusic, 
the band started playing live 


More live shows 


At their second gig, they met their 
manager. At their third, the room 
was packed with 150 record indus- 
try people. And four shows later, 
they signed a recording contract 
with Sony Music. “Up until that 
point, most of our customers did 
not pay. They were all suits. It was 
kind of weird, but different,” says 
Levine. “We have a lot more live 
shows under our belt now.” 

Jazz has always been a big part of 
Levine's life. “My parents were into 
jazz and they used to play it around 
the house. So for as long as I can 
remember, I was into it,” he says. But 
he didn’t take it seriously until four 
years ago. Before taking up the pi- 
ano, he was the drummer for 
Sweatfish and the Architects of 
Rhythm, a band he shared with two 
other Kings (his brother and singer 
Eaton). “The whole thing was pretty 
embarrassing, I guess,” Levine

laughs. “It was a bad 
band. We played cov- 
ers, we toured around 
Ontario in little dives 
and stuff. That kind of 
fizzled out and I took 
up piano and I started 
working really hard 
practising like eight 
hours a day.” 

Soon, Levine was 
accepted into a jazz 
music program at the 
University of Toronto. 
There he met two 
more future band 
members, McCollum 
and Hunter. Levine 
and McCollum spent 
two years at U of Tand 
then decided to “try 
something else” be- 
cause studying music 
at school wasn't get- 
ting them anywhere. 

“It really isn’t worth it — espe- 
cially for jazz,” says Levine. “The 
point is — and even the teachers 
admit — the only reason you’re there 
is for the degree.” 


Jazz idols 


Leaving school has definitely paid 
off for Levine. Not only does he have 
an album he can boast about, he’s 
had the chance to play with some of 
his jazz idols, including trumpet play- 
er Terence Blanchard and alto 
saxophonist Bobby Watson 

In fact, both Blanchard and 
Watson appear on the Kings’ new 
album. Blanchard contributed his 















talent to the world-weary “Lay My 
Body Down” and Watson did his 
part for “Do You Swear.” 

As for recording the album, Ley- 
ine says it was a low-key and 
low-budget affair. “When we went 
into the studio, we originally just 
wanted to put down some songs 
for the purpose of shopping for 
producers,” he explains. “So we 
went into the studio and in the first 
five days we recorded about six or 
seven of the songs that are present- 
ly on the album, and we decided 
we liked them so much that we just 
didn't need to look any further. It 
happened pretty fast. I think the 
longest part was probably mixing.” 


Shoulder operation 


That, and waiting for Levine's 
left shoulder to heal from a “dislo- 
cated shoulder operation.” You see, 
Levine used to dislocate his shoul- 
ders every so often. “It's a genetic 
thing I guess, ‘cuz my brother has 
the same problem. My arms just 
used to come out whatever I did. 
The first time I was catching a base- 
ball, the second time was lifting up 
my arm. It came out fivé or six 
times and finally I just got the oper- 
ation done. They kinda shorten

your muscle or whatever they do.’ 

Ifthat doesn't sound gross enough, 
Levine just had the same operation 
on his right arm. “I was ina sling for 
five weeks. I was thinking of getting 
some of those classical pieces for the 
left hand... but [never got around to 
it. I'm too lazy. I sat around and 
watched Seinfeld.” 

But now he’s ready to turn off 
the tube and anxious to play live. 

“This is going to be a good 
little test, going across the coun- 
try, going to different cubs, 
places we've never been. I’ve no 
idea what kind of fan base we'll 
have. I don’t know. Ideally, I'd 
like it to be people just like me,” 
Levine laughs. 

And what is that? “I’m a dark 
guy,” answers the band's main 
songwriter. “I think I was hit over 
the head when I was born. I don't 
know. That’s a good question 
Maybe it's because I spend a lot of 
time just trying to write lyrics 
or maybe (I write lyrics) because 
I’m a dark guy.” 

And what about interviews? Is he 
ready to meet the media head-on 
now that he’s lost his virginity? “It’s 
actually not that bad,” he laughs. “! 
kinda like it. I'm going to do more 
interviews now.”

3B lame it on the Brits for yet an 
other invasion across the pond. 
They did it in the '60s with rock ‘n’ 
roll and now they're arming the 
frigates with another alteration of 
purely American culture. Elec- 
tronically grafting snippets from 
classic jazz records and setting 
them to hip-hop beats and rhythms 
from the acid house movement of 
the ‘80s, the moguls of London's 
dance scene have come up witha 
new dance sound which is taking 
the North American clubs by 
storm. 

They call it acid jazz, a term 
coined by British DJ and label en- 
trepreneur Gilles Peterson, who, a 
few years ago, released a single by 
Galliano called “frederick lies still” 
— the first known recording to 
establish a beachhead on North 
American shores. And, as they say, 
the speakeasy scene here hasn't 
E t ameé'since: 


New trend 


Edmonton hasn't raised its de- 
fences against the latest musical 
infiltration, either. Every Saturday 
night since Septembef, in the cata- 
combs of The Dance Factory 
downtown, patrons have been 
dancing to the new trend courtesy 
of recordings by the likes of Brand 
New Heavies, Groove Collective and 
US3 as well as digital consumations 
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of Miles Davis and Dave Brubeck 
riffs with throbbing beatbox pat- 
terns. Local DJs Jimmy Tears and 
DJ Gofish spin records with live 
reeds and brass accompaniment by 
such luminaries as Brett Miles, Bob 
Tildesley and David Babcock. Var- 
ious percussionists add to the live 
feel. 

“It’s a fusion of ‘70s funk with 
new dance beats and grooves,” said 
Gofish about the concept. “It takes 
bits of soul, funk, jazz, Latin, rap 
It’s jazz based.” 

Pulling the whole thing together 
is theatre promoter and “hell par- 
ty” impressario Dave Jackson, who 
felt that the conservative confines 
of E-town was ripe for a rhythmic 
re-fit. 

“Ifyou have the ability to make it 
happen, why not?” he said. “I look 
at the Dance Factory and in some 
ways it is an interesting test to see 
how cosmopolitan the city is.” 

For musicians more accustomed 
to playing with flesh and blood 
performers, tooting along to re- 
cordings was a bit of an adjustment. 

“The difficulty is technical, not 
musical,” said Miles. “Once you get 
the volume levelstraightened out, 
it’s no problem. But sometimes DJs 
like to change the speedand some- 
times it will be right in between a 
key. You will be in a quarter key 
You're not in E, you're not in F, 
you're right in the middle. That's 
kind of wild.” 


Faceless rhythms 


It all culminates in a nightclub 
setting where the standard visuals 
provide glitzy backdrops for peo- 
ple conversing on soft sofas, while 
others listen intently alone to gor- 
geous sounds. Fearless dancers 
gyrate to faceless rhythms and 
sounds tempered with horns, per- 
cussion, vibes, melodic thoughts, 
jazz and house music. 

Jackson is planning a Hallowe'en 
twist to the proceedings this week- 
end and is working on a future 
night devoted to disco. “It might be 
called Disco Dave's After-Disco 
Days,” he said, “or depending on 
what night it is on — Whatever 
Night Fever.” ©

(Reprise) 


After listening, | think the band’s name is 
even funnier and more ironic than the first 
time | heardit. For one thing, the five-piece, 
along with another Bay Area band (the 
excellent Swell — check ‘em out!) are 
forging a distinctive “SanFran” sound, which 
as you might have guessed, isn’t very “Ameri- 
can” sounding. Even more than that though, 
the band’s name radically belies the innate 
complexity of their material — musically 
and lyrically, San Francisco challenges at 
nearly every turn. 

There’s a compelling and ever-present 
sense of irony displayed in numerous forms 
— examples can be found literally all over 
the album. The reason for this is simply 
that, so many times, the lyrics seem at odds 
with the music. Indeed, San Francisco's ap- 
peal has a lot to do with writer/vocalist 
Mark Eitzel’s penchant for clever lyric writ- 
ing. His turn of phrase is frequently incisive, 
witty and articulate. 

Take “Hello Amsterdam” for example; 
its bouncy, uptempo power pop riff is 
married to a thoughtful but caustic, almost 
cynical lyric. While the music makes you 
move and groove, Eitzel takes a clean shot 
atthe “adult playground” mentality (“Hello 
Amsterdam, | bet you've seen my kind 
before / Another sad tourist with his eyes 
rolling in his head”), followed by the catchy 
but snide chorus (by now the “superstar” 
refrain sounds almost like a taunt), then 
finally comes a hit to the band’s own home- 
land (“We came from America so you 
could share in the pride / guilt, greed and 

genocide”), as if to say “Nothing's sacred; 
yeah, O.K., so you've got way too many 
nutters floating around in their little bub- — 
bles of stuporific self-delusion as it is, but

ENSEMBLE 

Officium 

(BMG/ECM New Series) 


This disc has already established itself as 
the classical Flavor of the Week, and its 
sales reflect that. The combination of the 
seemingly disparate choral group The 
Hilliard Ensemble with the improvisatory 
jazz sax player Jan Garbarek creates sonic 
landscape that is as immediately appealing 
as it is temporary. 

Based largely around the music of Cristobar 
de Morales (1500-1553), the Ensemble sings 
2 sequence of plainsong and polyphony, 
around which Garbarek improvises. Re- 
corded in a monastery, the overly strong 
reverb complements the latter, while over- 
powering the former. On first listen, the 
unique hybrid works. Repeatlistenings, how- 
ever, show the disc’s principal flaw: the 
magic of improvisation is gone, and you are 
left with what is essentially a novelty item. 

Fortunately for BMG, one attractive lis- 
ten (and the CD has gotten wide exposure 
on classical radio) is all most people get 
before purchasing, so doubtless this re- 
cording will do well, Morales’ music stands 
up better, and lasts longer, in its original 
guise. It's my prediction that Officium will 
become a little-listened-to best seller in 
short order.

Which brings us toMonster, REM’s latest 
album —a testament to the rediscovery of 
fuzzy friction and a continuing homage to 
reinventing the Velvet Underground 
catalog. But Stipe is more Malcolm Forbes 
than Lou Reed. While Reed is content to 
sell enough records to keep a conglomer- 
ate’s signature on his paycheques every 
year, the spirit of Forbes, the late, eccentric 
C.E.O. who openly defied the straitjacket 
symbol! of the Brooks Brothers suit and 
made millions during his lifetime, seems to 
parallel the quartet's personal insights. 

REM has never been one to tip the pop 
formula applecart. On Monster, and pretty 
well every other record they've made, 
they've maintained their faith that sticking 
toa latter-day Tin Pan Alley mentality need 
not result inaiming for the lowest common 
denominator. But it’s nota safe, calculated 
endeavor, either. The distortion of “Star 
69," “What's the Frequency, Kenneth?” 
and “King of Comedy” combines with the 
melancholy of “Strange Currencies” to make 
for an excellent, balanced listen, resulting 
in their best album since 1986's Lifes Rich 
Pageant. 

Thurston Moore (who contributes gui- 
tar on “Crush With Eyeliner”) once com- 
mented that the signing of his band Sonic 
Youth to the Geffen label was not an act of 
selling out, but of buying in. Bur REM 
display a lot more savvy. They've managed 
to ensure that everyone else, immediate 
company excluded, would unload some 
chips on their behalf. Forbes would have 
been proud.
